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PUBLIC  MONEY  DOWN  THE  DRAIN 


The  Department  of  Public  Works'  plastic  sewage  conservancy  tank  at  the  former 
Magistrate's  residence  'popped'  out  of  the  ground  on  12  August  2012 


How  long  does  it  take  for  the  De- 
partment of  Public  Works  to  pre- 
vent the  conservancy  tank  on  one  of  its 
properties  in  Prince  Albert  from  over- 
flowing into  neighbouring  property? 
Well,  as  residents  to  the  south  of  De 
Queekvaleij  Estate  have  found,  well  over 
two  years! 

Despite  repeated  complaints  over  this 
period  to  the  Department  of  Public 
Works  and  more  recently  to  the  Central 
Karoo  District  Municipality  Health  In- 
spector the  problem  with  the  former 
Magistrate's  house  has  still  not  been  re- 
solved. The  Friend  has  seen  a  small  por- 
tion of  the  volume  of  correspondence 
that  has  been  written  over  this  period.  It 
would  seem  the  residents  affected  by  this 
unpleasant  situation  have  been  extraordi- 
narily tolerant,  but  their  patience  has  run 
out. 

John  Whitton,  a  spokesperson  for  the 
residents  concerned,  has  made  condensed 
extracts  from  typical  correspondence 
available  to  the  Friend: 

18  July  2011  -  John  Whitton  (JW)  to 
Department   of  Public   Works   (DPW): 


"I  find  it  necessary  to  again  draw  your 
urgent  attention  to  the  dire  situation  re- 
garding sewage  effluent  running  from  the 
conservancy  tank  at  the  former  Magis- 
trate's house  into  my  property. 

I  am  dismayed  to  conclude  that  our  com- 
plaint appears  to  have  been  largely  ig- 
nored. The  present  situation  is  far  worse 
than  previously  reported... there  is  now  a 
constant  stream  of  foul  sewage  water 
running  from  your  tank  behind  my  garage 
and  eventually  into  my  neighbour's  prop- 
erty. Portions  of  the  ground  are  com- 
pletely waterlogged  with  pools  of  green 
stagnant  water  giving  off  an  unhealthy 
stench." 

26  September  201 1  -  JW  to  PWD  "I  write 
to  inform  you  that  there  has  been  no  ac- 
tion in  preventing  the  leak  from  the  con- 
servancy tank  since  we  received  your 
letter  of  apology  a  week  ago." 

13  July  2012  -JW  to  Central  Karoo  Dis- 
trict Municipality  (CKDM)  Health  In- 
spector: I  am  writing  to  bring  to  your 
attention  what  I  consider  to  be  a  serious 
health  hazard  in  Prince  Albert  requiring

your  urgent  attention. 

The  problem  concerns  sewage  effluent 
running  from  the  conservancy  tank  at 
the  former  Magistrate's  house  into  my 
property. 

This  problem  has  been  ongoing  since 
early  2010;  I  have  a  file  recording  corre- 
spondence and  telephonic  conversations 
on  the  matter.  It  is  a  history  of  procrasti- 
nation, mismanagement  and  incompe- 
tence by  the  officials  in  charge  and  the 
contractor  concerned. 

In  summary  I  contacted  the  Public 
Works  Department  in  Cape  Town  and 
after  protracted  correspondence  two  sen- 
ior officials  travelled  to  Prince  Albert  to 
examine  the  problem.  After  a  consider- 
able delay  an  inadequate  plastic  tank  was 
sunk  into  the  hole  of  the  former  brick 
built  tank.  My  advice  that  a  new  brick- 
work tank  should  be  built,  away  from  the 
common  boundary,  was  ignored  by  the 
DPW.  The  problem  has  been  exacerbated 
by  the  present  shoddy  new  installation. 


I  request  that  you  formally  condemn  the 
present  installation  and  the  premises  should 
be  vacated  until  a  new  permanent  and  hygi- 
enic solution  has  been  implemented.  (It 
will  not  help  to  simply  have  the  tank  emp- 
tied as  the  surrounding  land  is  now  satu- 
rated with  sewage  water  and  the  tank  will 
most  likely  float  to  the  top  of  the  'pond'  if 
emptied)." 

25  July  2012  -  JW  to  CKDM:  "Thank  you 
also  for  opposing  the  Department  of  Public 
Works'  ludicrous  proposal  to  move  the 
tank  further  down  the  site;  I  can  only  inter- 
pret that  suggestion  as  Public  Works  find- 
ing it  acceptable  to  discharge  raw  sewage 
onto  their  own  property! 

I  do  not  understand  why  they  need  to  use  a 
contractor  from  Oudtshoorn  when  there  are 
many  very  competent  local  builders  in 
Prince  Albert  capable  of  building  a  conser- 
vancy tank  to  SABS  specification  within  a 
few  weeks  of  order,  thus  avoiding  the 
travel  costs  incurred  by  an  out-of-town 
builder  and  providing  much  needed  em- 
ployment in  our  town." 


At  about  midnight  on  Sunday,  12  Au- 
gust, the  plastic  conservancy  tank  popped 
out  of  the  hole  as  predicted  by  John 
Whitton.  In  doing  so  it  severed  the  main 
sewage  pipe  from  the  house  leaving  the 
tank  floating  in  a  pond  of  stagnant  efflu- 
ent water.  The  tank,  distorted  beyond 
being  reusable,  will  have  to  be  carted 
away  as  scrap. 

At  the  time  of  going  to  print  no  action 
had  been  taken  to  rectify  the  problem 
permanently.  The  tank  was  still  in  a  pond 
of  stagnant  water.  Although  the  two  se- 
curity guards  living  in  the  former  Magis- 
trate's house  have  apparently  been  told 
not  to  use  their  toilet,  other  water  from 
the  house  continues  to  flow  into  the  open 
hole.  This  is  a  serious  health  hazard. 

The  Friend  invited  the  Department  of 
Public  Works  to  comment  on  this  article. 
No  response  had  been  received  by  the 
time  the  newspaper  went  to  press.

SHORT  TERM 
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MUSEUM  NEWS 
The  Jubilee  Tree 


Way  back  in  1887,  Queen  Victo- 
ria's fifty-year  reign  was  cele- 
brated worldwide.  And,  from  research 
done  by  Kathy  Schulz  at  the  Cape  Town 
archives,  it  appears  that  the  people  of 
Prince  Albert  joined  in  that  celebration! 

Kathy  has  been  searching  through  the 
minutes  of  the  Prince  Albert  Village 
Management  Board  established  in  1881. 
In  the  minutes  record  for  the  8th  of  July 
1887,  the  Secretary  stated  that  he  had 
purchased  a  Norfolk  BaOs  (unfortunately 
it  is  difficult  to  decipher  the  handwriting, 
but  could  it  be  Banks?)  Pine.  A  Mrs  Hof- 
meyr,  it  was  noted,  had  consented  to 
plant  it  at  the  corner  of  the  telegraph  of- 
fice and  call  it  Jubilee  Tree.  The  secre- 
tary was  Mr  B  S  Honeyborne  who  dou- 
bled as  postmaster  from  1866  to  1869. 
Mrs  Hofmeyr  was  very  likely  the  wife  of 
dominee  A  J  L  Hofmeyr  who  served  the 
Prince  Albert  community  from  1883  to 
1895. 

Kathy's  search  in  the  1907  Rates  Regis- 
ter revealed  that  the  telegraph  office  was 
situated  in  Bank  Street  on  erf  217  which 
is  owned  by  the  Hugo  family  today. 
Originally  this  was  part  of  Erf  no.  12 
which  had  been  subdivided  in  1851.  Erf 
217  lies  on  the  north  side  of  Bank  Street 
behind  Onse  Rus  Guesthouse.  The  tele- 
graph office  building  is  attached  to  the 
Hugo  home  with  a  separate  entrance  on 
the  stoep.  This  was  the  same  building  as 
the  one  in  which  the  Standard  Bank  was 
situated  from  1880  to  1886. 

In  notes  which  Giles  Hefer  received  from 
the  Standard  Bank  archives  these  prem- 
ises are  described  as  follows:  "The  first 
premises  on  record  were  situated  at  Wil- 
son's Corner  on  Lot  LD  Erf  no.  12.  It 
was  a  single-storey  building,  containing 
two  offices  and  a  house  of  five  rooms, 
kitchen  and  pantry."  Could  this  be  the 
reason  for  the  street  being  named  Bank 
Street? 

On  the  4th  of  October  1912  the  first  issue 
of  the  Prince  Albert  Friend  was  pub- 
lished, probably  by  Mr  Siebrets  and  it  is 
known  that  its  offices  were  in  this  build- 


ing for  some  time.  Since  the  Public  Of- 
fices (Post  Office  and  Magistrates  Court) 
building  was  inaugurated  in  1912  it  is 
possible  that  the  first  Friend  was  printed 
in  this  little  building.  In  1932  the  well- 
known  doctor  H  P  D  van  Wyk  (Riem) 
opened  his  practice  here  and  lived  in  this 
house.  He  later  built  a  house  and  consult- 
ing rooms  on  the  property  next  to  the 
present  day  museum  and  served  the  com- 
munity for  36  years  until  his  death  in 
1968. 

But  back  to  the  Jubilee  Tree.  Where 
could  it  have  been  planted?  The  telegraph 
office  was  not  exactly  on  a  corner,  being 
wedged  between  Onse  Rus  Guesthouse 
and  the  house  on  erf  218.  Was  it  on  the 
corner  of  Bank/Church  Streets  or  on  the 
corner  of  Bank/Mark  Streets.  Where  was 
Wilson's  Corner?  There  are  no  signs  of  a 
Norfolk  Pine  there!  Or  was  there  perhaps 
a  change  of  plan  and  the  tree  was  planted 
in  the  grounds  of  the  Anglican  Church 
right  opposite  the  telegraph  office?  Until 
recent  years,  there  was  a  very  old 
Yellowwood  tree  in  the  church  grounds 
near  the  corner  of  Bank/Mark  Streets. 

If  the  tree  which  was  recently  damaged 
by  fire  is  the  Jubilee  Tree,  then  we  know 
that  it  is  one  hundred  and  twenty  five 
years  old  and  that  it  is  a  Norfolk  Island 
Pine,  Araucaria  heterophylla,  which 
could  grow  up  to  a  height  of  65  metres.  It 
is  very  similar  to  the  Bunya  pine,  Arau- 
caria Bidwillii,  but  neither  are  true  pines. 

The  name  Norfolk  Island  Pine  implies 
that  it  is  endemic  to  Norfolk  Island,  a 
small  island  in  the  Pacific  Ocean  between 
Australia,  New  Zealand  and  New  Caledo- 
nia. It  is  also  called  the  Monkey  Puzzle 
tree,  Star  Pine,  Joseph  Banks  tree  or  just 
Banks  Pine  and  maybe  the  illegible  word 
in  the  minutes  of  8th  July  1887  is  indeed 
Banks!

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Last  month  there  was  an  article  in  the 
Friend  that  took  a  look  at  the  in- 
crease in  Municipal  charges  for  services 
and  observed  that  the  increase  of  around 
ten  or  eleven  per  cent  did  not  appear 
unreasonable,  even  though  the  govern- 
ment keeps  on  telling  us  that  the  national 
inflation  rate  was  less  than  six  per  cent. 

Now  that  we  have  received  and  paid  our 
July  accounts,  the  reality  of  those  in- 
creases strikes  home  hard.  For  those  of 
us  who  still  have  conservancy  tanks 
which  have  to  be  emptied  by  the  tanker 
truck,  the  increases  were  alarming,  to 
say  the  least. 

This  is  not  meant  to  be  a  criticism  of  the 
Municipality's  accounting  methods  be- 
cause they  also  face  constantly  rising 
costs,  but  for  fixed  income  individuals 
and  families  the  increases  mean  a  con- 
siderable burden. 


That  Monster  -  Inflation 

look  at  your  Municipal  account  of  just  five 
years  ago  will  reveal  the  undeniable  and 
relentless  march  of  inflation.  In  July  2007 
a  modest  household  could  expect  a 
monthly  account  totalling  about  R270. 
That  same  household  now  gets  a  bill  of 


moval  have  not  doubled  in  five  years, 
but  look  at  electricity!  Knock  on 
ESKOM's  door  for  that. 

For  those  of  us  who  still  have  conser- 
vancy tanks  the  costs  in  the  last  five 


about  R730,  an  increase  of  170%,  which      years  have  risen  dramatically  by  285° 


includes  a  R58  increase  in  VAT.  The  more 
we  pay  for  services,  the  more  VAT  we 
pay.  For  large  families  the  increase  is  a  lot 
more. 

Have  incomes  kept  up  with  the  inflation 
rate?  Probably  not.  Compare  the  cost  of 
individual  services  of  today  and  five  years 
ago: 

Electricity  111.60(2007)  312.88(2012) 
201.28  (166%  increase) 

Water         25.00  43.32 

18.32  (73%  increase) 

Refuse       31.00  50.19 

19.10  (61%  increase)

ford. If  these  figures  are  anything  to  go 
by,  if  your  monthly  Municipal  bill  now 
is  say  R850,  in  2017  you  will  be  paying 
over  R2000  every  month. 

Remember  1970  when  petrol  cost  10c  a 
litre?  Ten  years  ago  it  was  R4  a  litre  and 
you  can  expect  to  pay  R18  or  more  by 

2017. 

Never  forget  that  inflation  is  the  creep- 
ing devil  of  our  times.

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Honour  our  Roots:  The  De  Beer  legacy 


iur  2012  focus  on  250  years  of  per- 
manent settlement  at  the  foot  of 
the  Swartberg  Mountains  has  brought  us 
to  the  eve  of  the  de  Beer  Reunion.  The 
Heritage  Day  weekend  will  find  de 
Beers  from  across  the  country  converg- 
ing on  Prince  Albert  to  celebrate  their 
family  history. 

In  the  1750's  Zacharius,  Mattys  and 
Johannes  Jurgen,  the  sons  of  wagon 
builder,  farmer  and  burger  Mattys  de 
Beer  of  Stellenbosch,  headed  into  the 
Roggeveld  to  establish  themselves  as 
farmers,  but  the  conditions  were  too 
harsh  and  they  eventually  trekked  to- 
wards the  Swartberg  district,  where  the 
Dutch  East  India  Company  had  recently 
made  loan  farms  available. 

In  February  1762  Zacharius  de  Beer  was 
granted  permission  to  settle  on  land  at 
the  foot  of  the  mountains  on  a  fertile 
plain  through  which  ran  a  river.  He  and 
his  wife  Dina  called  their  farm  De 
queekvalley  (Kweekvallei).  Mattys  set- 
tled on  the  Swartrivier  agter  die  Leeu- 
wenrivier  and  Johannes  at  Frischge- 
waagt  is  Half  Gewonne.  In  1768  and 
1780  respectively  Mattys  and  Johannes 
moved  with  their  families  to  the  Camde- 
boo. 

Zacharius  was  obliged  to  pay  an  annual 
quitrent  of  24  rix-dollars  and  deliver  part 
of  his  wheat  harvest  to  the  Castle  or  the 
magistrate.  In  December  1762  he  started 
to  build  his  house  on  the  land  where 
Gay's  Dairy  stands  today.  The  reed  dam, 
which  provided  water  to  run  the  mill  and 
irrigate  distant  fields,  can  still  be  seen. 

Kweekvallei  prospered  and  visitors  were 
made  most  welcome.  Both  the  farm  and 
the  well-educated  children  received  fa- 
vourable comment.  In  1769  eight-year- 
old  Dina  impressed  visitors  with  her 
thanksgiving  prayer  at  dinner  and  her 
thirteen-year-old  cousin's  handwriting 
and  arithmetic  came  in  for  praise.  The 
tutor  employed  for  three  months  of  each 
year  was  obviously  earning  his  keep. 

The  1773  census  recorded  the  following 
information:    resident    at    Kweekvallei 


were  one  man  and  woman,  five  boys,  four 
girls,  one  slave,  one  horse,  eighty  cattle 
and  eight  hundred  sheep.  Governor  Swel- 
lengrebel  visited  the  farm  in  1776  and 
Zacharius  accompanied  him  on  part  of  his 
journey  towards  Graaff  Reinet.  The  fol- 
lowing year  Zacharius  died  and  was  buried 
in  the  graveyard  on  the  farm. 

1778  saw  Governor  von  Plettenberg  visit- 
ing Kweekvallei.  Commander  Robert 
Jacob  Gordon  clambered  up  the  koppie 
overlooking  the  farm  to  paint  the  view  - 
one  of  fifty-three  landscapes  among  more 
than  three  hundred  illustrations  in  the 
Gordon  Atlas  which  is  lodged  at  the 
Rijksmuseum  in  Amsterdam.  The  painting 
shows  a  thriving  farm  with  wheat  fields, 
vineyards,  orchards,  a  large  homestead,  a 
mill,  threshing  floor  and  numerous  kraals. 
Hottentot  huts  and  Bushman  scherms  can 
be  seen  in  the  foreground,  showing  both 
peoples  had  been  drawn  into  the  work  of 
the  farm. 

When  he  visited  again  in  1786  Gordon 
made  the  following  entries  in  his  journal: 
"Made  camp,  exhausted  and  found  a  pool 
of  delicious  water,  even  though  the  river 
was  dry.  We  saw  fresh  lion  tracks  here  but 
observed  nothing  further  except  that  the 
lions  had  drunk  here  recently  and  had 
rolled  in  the  wagon-road  like  horses.  Rode 
ahead  in  the  morning  to  Widow  de  Beer, 
who  is  now  married  to  Johan  Rauben- 
heimer.  The  farm  is  called  Queek  Valley 
and  lies  on  the  Swarte  River  which  is  half- 
way to  the  Gamka  River.  It  was  a  pleasant 
sight  for  us  who  had  been  travelling  for  a 
long  time  through  dry,  parched  country. 
We  found  everything  in  abundance  here 
with  delicious  fruit  such  as  grapes,  water- 
melons and  peaches." 

Johan  Raubenheimer  died  in  1794  but 
Dina  continued  to  farm  at  Kweekvallei 
with  the  assistance  of  her  son  Samuel 
Jacobus  de  Beer.  Three  years  later  Sir  John 
Barrow,  private  secretary  to  Governor 
Macartney  described  Dina  at  sixty  as  "a 
tall,  straight,  well-looking  and  active 
woman."  Dina  eventually  retired  to  Cape 
Town  to  live  with  her  eldest  daughter 
Dina,  the  little  girl  whose  prayers  had  so 
impressed  the  early  visitors  to  the  farm. 


Her  slave  Malatie  van  Cochin  accompa- 
nied her. 

The  water  from  the  Swartberg  and  the  de 
Beers'  hard  work  brought  new  life  to  the 
land  below  the  mountains  and  the  farm 
eventually  grew  into  a  small  but  thriving 
parish  which,  in  1845,  became  the  vil- 
lage of  Prince  Albert. 

In  1998  and  2000  de  Beer  family  reun- 
ions were  held.  Four  Zacharius  de  Beers 
attended  the  first  gathering,  including  the 
former  leader  of  the  Democratic  Party. 
Oom  Abie  de  Beer  of  Camps  Bay  star- 
tled some  of  the  family  with  his  close 
resemblance  to  his  uncle  Zaag  who  had 
served  as  the  Skriba  at  the  NG  Kerk  for 
more  than  fifty  years.  Joleen  de  Beer 
reported  on  her  research  and  stated  she 
had  tracked  down  20  000  de  Beer  de- 
scendants. She  and  David  de  Beer  com- 
bined their  family  records  to  produce  a 
comprehensive  family  tree  which  they 
presented  to  the  Fransie  Pienaar  Museum 
at  the  2000  re -union.  This  is  now  avail- 
able on  CD  -  contact  David  for  more 
information:  debeerdw@lantic.net 

During  the  2012  re -union,  organised  by 
Mari  du  Toit,  family  members  will  be 
able  to  visit  all  three  of  the  original 
farms  and  enjoy  guided  tours  of  the  town 
and  the  Lotz  /de  Beer  graveyard.  A  me- 
morial will  be  unveiled  at  the  site  of  the 
first  de  Beer  graveyard  on  Kweekvallei. 
Evening  functions  will  provide  opportu- 
nities to  trace  family  history  and  enjoy 
the  Prince  Albert  Story,  a  play  about  the 
village  performed  by  the  Patchwork 
Theatre  children.  Prince  Albert  residents 
who  would  like  to  take  part  in  any  of  the 
activities  can  collect  a  booking  form 
from  the  Tourism  Association  office.

"Om  die 
telefoon  te  antwoord  -  'n  mens  weet  nooit 
met  wie  jy  gaan  praat!" 

Michelle  se  advies  vir  jong  mense: 
"Vasbyt!  Jy  moet  in  jouself  glo  en  aanhou. 
Alles  val  nie  in  'n  mens  se  skoot  nie,  jy 
moet  jouself  help.  Dit  is  ook  wat  ek  my  eie 
kinders,  Marcello  en  Jamie  leer."

Women  in  Action  (WIA)  are  Jackie 
Hendricks,  Margy  Jaftha,  Vanessa  Lotter- 
ing, Carita  Schoeman,  Vynzell  Meyer  and 
Theresa  Wagenaar.  The  six  women  came 
together  in  August  2011  to  address  the 
needs  in  the  community  and  especially 
those  of  women.  "We  wanted  to  try  and 
change  people's  lives  for  the  better,"  the 
Chairperson,  Carita  Schoeman  explained. 
"We  also  believe  that  it's  important  to  work 
with  other  community  organisations." 

Vynzell,  a  member  of  the  SAPS,  told  her 
colleagues  about  the  Swartz/Moos  family 
who  the  SAPS  had  "adopted".  WIA  decided 
to  build  a  structure  for  the  family  and  began 
raising  funds.  They  each  made  personal 
donations  to  the  project,  ensured  the  family 
were  included  on  the  Municipality's  hous- 
ing database  and  informed  Badisa  of  their 
plight.

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Dumping  of  water  weed  at  Eerstewater

Eerstewater  is  the  popular  picnic  site 
on  the  town  side  of  the  Swartberg 
Pass,  where  the  Dorpsrivier  crosses  the 
road.  There  is  a  large  pool  there.  In  Janu- 
ary and  again  in  June  2012  someone 
dumped  about  a  bakkie  load  of  Water 
Hyacinth  (Eichornia  crassipes)  into  this 
pool.  Whoever  did  it  may  have  thought 
that  they  were  protecting  an  indigenous 
plant,  but  unfortunately,  Water  Hyacinth 
is  considered  one  of  the  most  damaging 
weeds  in  the  world.  It  is  a  declared  weed 
in  South  Africa  that  must  be  controlled 
(Henderson  2001).  Originating  in  the 
Amazon  River  system  in  South  America 
it  thrives  on  polluted  and  nutrient- 
enriched  still  waters  such  as  lakes,  vleis, 
sewage  works  and  dams. 

Water  Hyacinth  is  a  floating  waterweed 
with  round  leaves  and  hollow  swollen 


stems  that  act  as  floats.  It  produces  most 
attractive  orchid-like  purple  flowers  and 
for  this  reason  is  often  introduced  to  fish- 
ponds as  an  ornamental.  Where  water  is 
nutrient  enriched  by  fertilizer  runoff, 
sewage  or  waterfowl,  the  plants  multiply 
rapidly,  soon  forming  huge  floating  mats 
that  cover  the  water  surface,  excluding 
sunlight  and  oxygen.  Apart  from  causing 
the  death  of  fish,  tadpoles,  dragonfly 
larvae  and  many  other  aquatic  animals, 
the  mats  of  waterweed  increase  the  sur- 
face area  of  the  dam  or  lake,  increasing 
evaporation  loss.  They  also  block  rivers 
and  waterways  causing  flooding. 

It  is  unlikely  that  Water  Hyancinth 
would  survive  or  grow  in  the  clean  water 
that  runs  out  of  the  Swartberg.  However, 
the  dumped  weeds  travel  downstream 
with  the  leivoor  and  could   eventually

reach  farms  dams,  fishponds  and  the  sew- 
age works  where  they  provide  breeding 
grounds  for  mosquitoes  and  other  vectors 
of  human  diseases  (http://goo.gl/ZeleY). 
When  the  Dorpsrivier  floods,  the  weeds 
might  eventually  reach  the  Gamka  River 
and  then  the  Gamkapoort  Dam  -  the  water 
supply  for  Calitzdorp.  This  would  be  a 
serious  matter  because  the  plants  would 
likely  multiply  on  the  muddy  water.  It 
would  be  very  costly  to  clear  the  weed 
from  such  a  large  dam,  even  if  a  combina- 
tion of  chemical,  mechanical  and  biologi- 
cal control  methods  was  used. 

Other  invasive  water  weeds  used  in  fish 
ponds  and  aquaria  are  Salvinia,  Elodia, 
Red  Water  Fern,  Parrot's  Feather  and  Wa- 
ter Lettuce.  All  of  these  water  plants  were 
imported  from  other  countries  without 
their  natural  enemies,  and  so  all  will  rap- 
idly increase  when  introduced  to  still,  fer- 
tile water. 

We  notified  CapeNature  and  the  local  Wa- 
ter Users  Association  of  the  waterweed 
dumping  at  Eerstewater  in  June.  Because 
the  dumping  of  an  invasive  alien  water- 
weed  in  a  river  is  "an  emergency  incident" 
in  terms  of  section  30  of  the  National  En- 
vironmental Management  Act  (1998), 
Kallie  Erasmus  immediately  reported  the 
dumping  to  Mr  Rudi  Ellis,  Head  of  the 
Western  Cape  Department  of  Local  Gov- 
ernment, Environment  and  Development 
Planning.  The  report  was  followed  by  a 
visit  from  a  CapeNature  official  -  how- 
ever the  weeds  had  already  disappeared 
down  stream! 

The  possible  downstream  consequences  of 
invasion  by  Water  Hyacinth  were  dis- 
cussed at  the  LandCare  Forum  meeting 
held  at  Renu-Karoo  farm  nursery  on 
19  July.  Fish  and  plants  from  ponds  and 
aquaria  should  never  be  moved  to  natural 
wetland  habitats  such  as  rivers  and  lakes 
because  they  can  damage  the  native  plants 
and  animals  by  transmitting  diseases  or 
simply  increasing  rapidly  and  out- 
competing  the  plants  and  animals  that  be- 
long there.

Michael  Brunner 

Live  life  to  the  full  -  life  is  an  ad- 
venture! 

Michael  was  born  in  Springs  and  edu- 
cated there  and  at  St.  Andrews  College 
in  Grahamstown,  where  he  joined  the 
choir,  the  acting  society,  consumed 
goodly  quantities  of  communion  wine  as 
a  sideline  to  his  function  as  an  altar  boy, 
and  always  came  first  in  100  and  200 
yard  sprints. 

He  worked  in  his  dad's  Plumbing  Mine 
Engineering  business,  supplying  ventila- 
tion pipes  to  the  mines.  One  day  he  got 
into  woman  trouble  and  figured  it  would 
be  wise  to  get  out  of  the  country.  He 
spent  a  memorable  year  in  the  UK  and 
Europe  grabbing  every  opportunity  for 
an  experience,  setting  out  from  London 
to  Barcelona  on  a  Vespa  (the  Vespa  did 
not  make  it  but  he  did).  He  picked

A  new  marriage  and  a  new  life.And  a 
smallholding  off  the  grid.  Solar  panels,  a 
windmill,  a  donkey  boiler,  stacks  of 
free-range  animals  all  over  the  show.  He 
designed  a  dwelling,  something  in  be- 
tween a  medieval  fortress  and  a  kraal, 
with  120m2  house,  a  guest  cottage,  sta- 
bles and  workshops.  Built  it  by  hand 
without  any  electrical  tools,  using  local 
materials  -  the  ground  to  make  bricks, 
trees  for  roof  beams,  veld  grass  for  the 
thatching.
